WHAT’S THE CONSTITUTION BE 
TWEEN FRIENDS? 


The Constitution of the United States provides 
that every ten years following the census there shall 
be a reapportionment of the members of Congress, 
which apportionment shall be based on the new 
census, to the end that representatives in Congress 
shall carry out the design of the Constitution as a rep­ 
resentative body, not representing the states, but 
representing the people. 
Following the discussion of 
representation in the Constitutional Convention, the 
upper body of Congress, Hhe Senate, was provided 
to represent the state rights contingent, and the 
number from each state in the Senate is the same. 
There has been no apportionment since 1910 
and Congress steadfastly refuses to obey the Con­ 
stitution and make reapportionment. 
The reasons 
for this failure are several. 
One is that there has 
been a change in the density of the population in 
various states so that some states would add ma­ 
terially to the number of representatives in Con­ 
gress while other states would remain stationary 
and some actually lose. 
Strange to say, the Con­ 
stitution bears no weight apparently with the mem­ 
bers of Congress when it comes athwart the pos­ 
sibility of their state losing some members in the 
national body. 
These men, without any considera­ 
tion of the intent of the Constitution or of the in­ 
justice of carrying on under present conditions, 
and the failure of millions of people to be repre­ 
sented in Congress equitably refuse to do their 
duty. 
Moreover, the Congressmen are fearful, even 
when one or more Congressmen are to be added in 
some states, that the readjustment of the lines of 
Congressional districts will so change the equi­ 
librium as to possibly throw them into a district 
of the opposite political complexion from what it 
now is or maybe put two present Congressmen to­ 
gether in one district or put a powerful county in 
their district which will demand representation. 
From whatsoever reason the members of Congress 
were prompted, they have just taken action that 
means the postponement of reapportionment again. 
It will mean that California, with her tremendous 
increase in population, is denied additional repre­ 
sentation and that some of our eastern states and 
middle western states which have actually lost nu­ 
merically in population will continue to have the 
additional representation in Congress. 
If this fail­ 
ure were iq a city council, action could be brought 
by a tax-payer to mandamus the council to per­ 
form the constitutional act which it is the sworn 
[duty of the members to do. 
But there is no legal 
method to force one of the coordinate branches of 
our state or federal government to perform its duty 
under tha Constitution. 
The President might be 
impeached, so might a supreme court judge, and 
by this method their failures can be reached but 
as the famous English statesman declared, “There 
is no method that has yet been discovered to in­ 
dict a whole people.** 
You cannot indict a ma­ 
jority of the members of Congress. 
But the spec­ 
tacle which is presented by members of our na­ 
tional law-making body of ignoring the plain pro­ 
visions of the Constitution does not tend to the 
respect by the people of the Constitution nor the 
laws which these men enact.

district court of New York order­ 
ing some 50,000 reconditioned and 
cleaned spark plugs dumped into 
the Atlantic ocean, brings out the 
importance of having only good 
plugs in the motor. 
This judgment stopped a large 
business in the sale of old spark 
plugs as new. 
Motorists would 
stop at garages and have their 
plugs 
changed. 
The 
discarded 
plugs would bs bought up at a 
few cents each by the persons 
now stopped from this illicit trade, 
would then be cleaned and put 
back into cartons. 
The garage m an buying these at 
low cost would then sell them to 
innocent motorists a t about the 
same price good ones would bring. 
And the motorist would discover 
his mistake after driving a few 
miles. 
The suit that stopped this busi­ 
ness brought out the way the de­ 
fendants “reconditioned” the old 
spark plugs. 
They would direct 
a sand-blast into the ends of the 
plugs In order to clean out the 
carbon and makes the plugs ap­ 
pear as new. 
At the same time, however, this 
treatm ent would destroy the glase 
on the porcelain and would wear 
and reduce the also of the elec­ 
trodes.

B ut grease left ob an engine will 
heat up under the high tem perature 
of the motor on a warm day and 
send a distressing odor hack into 
tho car. 
Oil failing also on the fan belt and 
the fan pulleys will cause the belt 
to slip, w ith the result th at cooling 
efficiency will be greaty reduced.

from clogging up. Otherwise,

whole system will choke up.

During 1927 every man, woman

one pound more of butter than in 
the previous year; also consumed 
an extra quart, or thereabouts, of 
Ic* 
cream,

pound of cottage cheese and 'an 
extra slice of hard cheese. 
Production 
also 
wa» 
greater, 
and th* California dairy farmer 
received $84,807,000 for his prod­ 
uct a t the farm. compared with 
$7 2,$88,OOO In the previous year. 
although his unit of prices were 
slightly lower. 
Us# of milk 
"between 
meals” 
has been one contributing factor 
to th# 1927 increase, Greene said. 
In the city of San Francisco alone 
more than 1000 gallons are sold 
daily over the counters of “milk 
drink” 
stands of 
various 
sorts, 
and the same general ratio will 
apply to the rest of the state. 
This 
business 
has 
existed 
for 
years, but a better public knowl­ 
edge of food values of milk gave 
It an impetus «iring 1827, which 
Is continuing.

More than 1,000,000 
cattle were 
given th# tuberculin test during 
the month of March, according to 
a summary of progress In 
the 
eradication 
of 
tuberculosis 
of 
livestock just issued by the bureau 
of animal industry of the United 
States departm ent of agriculture. 
This 
Is 
the 
largest number 
of 
cattle given 
the tuberculin test 
in a single month In the history of 
th* campaign against this disease. 
The 
exact 
number 
of 
anim als 
tested was 1,009,781 and out of 
this number, 27,999 were found to 
be tuberculous. 
The report con­ 
tain* cumulative results of the 
testing work for the entire period 
of the eradication work by the 
department extending more than 
IO years and Is based on testing 
operations conducted co-operative­ 
ly by federal and state officials. 
In spite of this extensive activ­ 
ity. the demand 
for testing In 
most states exceeds th* present 
facilities. 
By the end of March 
more than 
8,500,000 cattle were 
still on the waiting list. 
The number of modified accred­ 
ited counties has reached th# Im­ 
pressive total of 447. 
This desig­ 
nation refers to counties which 
have completed a series of tuber­ 
culin* tests of all the cattle with 
the result that Infection did not 
exceed one-half of one per cent. 
The number of cattle in herds 
accredited by state and federal 
authorities as 
free from 
tuber­ 
culosis exceeds two million, and 
the total number of cattle under 
supervision for the eradication of 
the disease now exceeds 20,500,000. 
The results of the campaign and 
particularly the gradual decline In 
bovine tuberculosis, as shown by a 
series of surveys, 
have enlisted 
the active participation of cattle 
owners In many additional coun­ 
ties. 
Present Indications point to 
the continued progress of tuber­

on

is typical.

“In actual volume," Tenny said, 
"our agricultural exports are larger 
than before th* W orld war, al­ 
though it Is true that th* propor­ 
tion of our total agricultural pro­ 
duction available for export is de­ 
clining. 
This diminishing propor 
tion of exported produets may be 
largely accounted for by th* in 
creasing demand of our growing 
population, but It la also duo In 
part to a gradual chang* In the 
character of American agriculture 
aw ay from the extensive produc­ 
tion of a few great staples toward 
a more intensive and specialised 
system 
of 
farming. 
Increased 
world production of m any prod­ 
ucts, together with Improved trans­ 
portation 
facilities, 
have 
mad* 
world competition keener than evst 
before, 
and 
there probably 
has 
been no time in our history when 
It w as more necessary to keep 
informed concerning the changes In 
foreign production end consump­ 
tion of agricultural products." 
Discussing th* world situation 
w ith regard to various agricultural 
commodities, Tenny 
pointed 
out 
th at "although tho United States 
produces more than $0 per cent of 
tho world’s cotton and tho alae of 
tho American crop Is th* principal 
factor 
Influencing 
cotton 
prices, 
wo are not w ithout competition 
and It seems probable that in th* 
long run this competition will In­ 
crease. 
Tho development of this 
competition, however, will depend 
largely on th* cotton price level." 
"Fruit, also, is playing an In­ 
creasingly Important part In ex­ 
port trade," he said. 
“In 1928-27, 
tho exports of fresh, canned, and 
dried fruit were valued at $111,- 
000,000, th* highest figure on rec­ 
ord, and the volume of the trade 
was alm ost three times as large 
as In pro-w ar years. 
The signifi­ 
cance of those exports Is indicated 
by the fact that about 15 per cent 
of our commercial apple crop, IO 
per cent of our oranges and grape­ 
fruit, 40 per cent of our prunes, 
and 15 per ran t of our raisins are 
exported."

ers. 
Favorable growing conditions, 
except for a late season, alap have 
assisted

Many growers and handlers of 
straw berries In the coast section 
are discarding the Urge chests. 
which contain 1$ six-basket flats, 
designed 
only 
for 
faced-packed 
berries, and substituting 12, l l or 
20-basket crates. 
This Is due, it 
Is stated, to th* fact th at it la 
difficult to face the top of a bas­ 
ket a l berries as packed In chest* 
without making a deceptive pack. 
Berries present a favorable ap­

Knowing this fact and the wil­

brood In special cella 
In 
colonies 
from which the queen bee has been 
removed. The workers Immediately 
start pam pering

new 
brood 
and queen bees start to develop. 
Peterm an's farm has a market 
in m any states and 
In 
Canada. 
Peterm an followii the practice of 
putting ordinary larvae In special 
wax cells and then placing the cells 
In hives, from 
which 
the 
queen 
bee has been removed for a couple 
of days. 
The workers, anxious to 
get a new queen, start work caring 
for th* larva* and adding to the 
cell. 
As soon as Peterm an sees that 
th# cells have been accepted he 
moves them to a quieter place, a 
double hive in which the queen 
is held In th# lower half by a 
screen through which eh* Is just 
too large to pass. 
The workers, 
desirous of having a queen In th# 
upper half of the hive, finish th# 
Job started by the queenless bees. 
While the natural instincts of 
the worker bees have been used to 
advantage so far In th* develop­ 
ment of a queen bee, experienced 
be# men know that they must 
be particularly watchful when the 
hatching tim* arrive*.

queen bee to hatch would destroy 
all th* other larvae. 
It takes l l days for a queen 
be* to develop, so Peterm an baa 
found ft advisable to remove the 
cells on the tenth day and distrib­ 
ute them around In hives, where 
they can hatch out In safety.

L ast year was a poor fruit year 
in many sections. So far this sea­ 
son looks different 
“Among tho im portant cash crops 
now going Into th* ground, appar­ 
ently potatoes are slated for one 
of the greatest Increases in acre­ 
age. 
Growers have reported their 
intention to plant nearly 12 per 
cent more than last season's acre­ 
age. 
This increase may not actu­ 
ally occur, but lf it does occur, 
and it 1928 is an average growing 
season, there Is a real chance of 
a potato crop big enough to break 
th* m arket next fall.

adoption. 
The Modoc and Mojave, when a l­ 
ternately going on duty In the 1928 
International Ice Patrol, will be pro­ 
vided with a combination of radio 
and sound apparatus which will en­ 
able these cutters to determine the 
location and distance of other ships 
and submarines similarly equipped. 
The radio-acoustic method of po­ 
sition finding, first Introduced in 
surveying owratlon* by the U. S. 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, capi­ 
talises the difference in speeds of 
radio and sound waves. Radio sig­ 
nals speed 186,000 miles a second, 
whereas the velocity of sound waves 
through water is only 4800 feet a 
second. Therefore, lf a light vessel 
Is transmitting dual waves—both 
radio and sound—simultaneously a 
boat equipped with Instruments for 
intercepting these waves can com­ 
pute its distance from their source 
by measuring the time intervals be­ 
tween the receipt of the radio sig­ 
nal and the sound wave. 
In Use Off Coast 
The Nantucket lightship, off the 
coast of Massachusetts is provided 
with equipment for the simultan­ 
eous transmission 
of radio 
and 
sound waves. 
The operator on board a vessel 
off this coast adjusts his apparatus 
to give the best reception and, us­ 
ing a stop watch, starts the watch 
upon hearing the first radio dash 
immediately after the silent period 
and stops the watch upon hearing 
the signal of the oscillator. 
The sound of the oscillator trav­ 
els at a speed of approximately 
eight tenths of a knot 
a second, 
white the epeed of the radio signal 
is practically Instantaneous. If the 
stop watch shows, for example, that 
eight seconds of time have elapsed 
between the receipt of the 
radio 
signal and the receipt of the sound 
wave, the operator merely has to 
multiply .• of a knot by 7 seconds, 
thus obtaining 6.4 miles as the dis­ 
tance between the light vessel and 
the observing ship or submarine.
